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FOUR SECRET WORDS OF THE 
BIBLE 


™ AVE YOU not instinctively felt that the 
secret of the ages—the secret of life 
itself—must be hidden somewhere in 
the sacred writings of the Bible? Have 
you not at times turned through the book and 
felt that somewhere therein was the very secret 
of health and life? Possibly some one has told 
you that this secret was buried deep in the book, 
veiled by symbols and esoteric meanings, and 
you have even tried to uncover and penetrate 
these in order to see and understand this secret. 

No doubt millions of students of the Bible 
and of Christianity have turned to the Bible in 
this way, looking for a revelation of the mys- 
tery. They have read the book from beginning 
to end. Because of the number of times that 
they have started on the quest, only to be dis- 
heartened in their search, the opening words 
are most familiar. Those words, “In the be- 
ginning God,” are probably as far as many 
readers progress. Placed in the most promi- 
nent position in the book, these words would 
not seem to convey any hidden meaning or any 
secret for man’s redemption from adversity. 
Those who have looked in the innermost part 
of the book for the clew to life have given little 
thought to the opening words, “In the begin- 
ning God.” 

Since God can only be known to us through 
spiritual consciousness, we have begun to think 
of spiritual consciousness as God. Since in 
spiritual consciousness we contact and realize 
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the presence of Truth, life, and love, these ap- 
peal to us as God Himself. God represents to 
us an absence of darkness, fear, hate, and dis- 
ease—a presence of light, love, Truth, and life. 
When in Truth we think of God we are unable 
to think of anything opposite to Him or unlike 
Him. 

Since we know God solely through Spirit 
and in mind, we must realize that it is through 
spiritual thought that the Truth begins to dawn 
upon us. We realize that in the very beginning 
of our meditation we must expect to draw near 
to God, the one and only power and presence in 
Truth. 

“In the beginning God.” When we begin to 
think of fear, we must think of God as love in- 
stead! When we begin to think of disease, we 
must think of God as life and health! Always 
—in the beginning, God! 

“In the beginning God.” Before all thought, 
all speech, all action, God! Before all selfish mo- 
tives, God. Before all belief in limitation and 
adversity, all failure and lack, all things earthly 
and everything worldly, God. 

Could a lifetime spent in analyzing and dis- 
secting every jot and tittle of the Bible reveal 
any greater truth than this? If we reduce our 
Bible to those opening words, do we not have 
the very secret of secrets? If we place a spir- 
itual perception of Truth, love, and life above 
all else, what more is required? | In the begin- 
ning—the inception, the threshold, the outset, 
the foundation—God. 
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How we have tripped over those words, 
more concerned in a historical account of the 
creation of the world than in discovering the 
secret of our own redemption from belief in 
sin, disease, and lack! Long after the sentence, 
“God created the heavens and the earth,” 
escapes our memory, the words, “In the begin- 
ning God,” will continue to demand attention. 

“In the beginning God.” Even at the be- 
ginning of your very life, God as life. At the 
beginning of your day, God as glory, God as 
light. At the beginning of your night’s rest, 
God as peace. At the beginning of every serv- 
ice begun in His name, God as love. 

Do you place God first in your life? When 
all about you seems turned into panic and pan- 
demonium, do you turn in thought to God? We 
know a large publishing house, one in which 
about four hundred persons are employed, upon 
whose walls a simple slogan is conspicuously 
and fearlessly displayed: “God First.” God be- 
fore personal ambitions, personal animosities, 
fear of failure, fear of criticism, fear of defeat. 
“In the beginning God.” 

What a world-revolutionizing spirit is con- 
tained in these words! Think of the power that 
will be generated for good when all people ev- 
erywhere consider God at the beginning of all 
that they think, say, and do. When God is first, 
there will be no hate or fear, no war or famine, 
no disease or death. All earthly tribulation 
will cease when worldly thought ceases. 

These words have a strange charm for us 
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because we know that they contain the mighti- 
est truth ever revealed by God toman. We feel 
a compelling urge to try to apply this secret to 
all the many situations involved in the activi- 
ties of our day. We want to awake in the morn- 
ing with but the truth in mind, with only the 
glory of God in our thought. We want to begin 
the day with God. 

Does the thought of living with God make 
you feel too sanctimonious? Then change your 
concept of God for one of peace, glory, and re- 
joicing. You must learn to live with God—the 
Spirit of light, love, and life within you—before 
you can hope to be harmonious with others. “In 
the beginning God.” If you would transform 
your life, your environment, or your world, con- 
sider—at the outset—God. 

When you by habit would let the thought of 
fear or worry dominate you, turn in thought to 
God. The process is a simple one. It involves 
only a change of thought, a change of mind. It 
requires merely that you think the truth about 
God instead of the false about life. That you 
think the truth about yourself—your life, 
health, and success—since this is the truth of 
all Truth. That you place this truth above 
and before all mortal belief. That you con- 
sider the truth of God first, last, and always. 

“Begin at my sanctuary.” At the altar of 
God make a sacrifice of all your limiting beliefs. 
Then place God first. Think first of Truth, love, 
and life. Make God the beginning.

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“MY BROTHER’S KEEPER?” 


HE MODERN world may differ greatly 
4 from the garden of Eden, but like Eden 
it, too, has its Cains and Abels. In 
many a modern home there is a self- 
sansinted keeper for other members of the 
family. There are those whose personal opin- 
ions and rules for personal conduct become a 
veritable “Ten Commandments” for the 
thoughts and actions of other members of the 
household. These so-called keepers make their 
personal consciousness a prison in which they 
hold and keep their relatives and associates. 

In “Loose Him and Let Him Go” Emilie 
Cady wrote: “Every living soul has an inherent 
right to freedom of choice, a right to live out 
his life in his own way.” The title itself recalls 
the instance wherein Jesus set Lazarus free 
from death and dismissed the whole affair by 
turning to his associates and saying, “Loose 
him, and let him go.” 

Are you attempting to limit the life, actions, 
and expression of some member of your family? 
Are you trying to make him see the world 
through your own eyes? Then deny that you 
are his keeper. Wipe out of your mind the 
thought that seems to justify your being his 
jailer and his being your prisoner. 

Are you mentally bound by worry and anx- 
iety because a relative or a friend does not con- 
cede to your plan of living as you think that he 
should live? Then begin today to tear away the 
graveclothes. Your belief savors of the tomb 
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of mortal bondage. Free yourself and set him 
free. “Loose him” this very instant. 

Today is a day of light and freedom. You 
cannot find any one willing to live with you in a 
medieval age of darkness and bondage. Free- 
dom of thought and of action has come to be re- 
spected everywhere. Somehow jailers, critics, 
and reformers do not fit into the great universal 
plan of today. 

Have you appointed yourself a censor of the 
books that another should read or of the plays 
that another should see? Are you, as a re- 
former, seeking to legislate against the privi- 
leges and pleasures of others? Then learn the 
horrible truth: your schemes and plans might 
be all right but for one thing—the opinions and 
rights of the other fellow. When you set your- 
self up as a guardian of his rights or morals, 
you but place yourself in a most ridiculous posi- 
tion. 

Are you your brother’s keeper, his jailer, 
and his lawmaker? No, the great universal 
plan has set him free from every restricting 
thought. Your desire to be a superior person 
with a mind capable of serving two persons 
shows merely that you are in bondage, not he. 

“But,” you say, “who will make the laws?” 
Some one once remarked that the great Amer- 
ican indoor sport is legislation. Truly it would 
seem that we need not expect an immediate 
dearth of laws. A search through the law books 
of various states reveals to what extent am- 
bitious lawmakers will go in order to legislate 
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against personal freedom. Church leaders, who 
should stand for freedom, can be aroused upon 
the slightest provocation to summon their fol- 
lowers to bring about legislation against the 
showing of moving pictures on Sunday, al- 
though permitting them to be shown in their 
own churches on Sunday. Truly the vagaries 
of personal legislation are unfathomable. 

Who shall make the laws? Those who are 
free from all desire to limit others. Those who 
can look at an issue sanely without letting their 
personal feelings sway them and their judg- 
ment. If a man does not like to play golf, that 
is no reason for his interest in prohibiting 
other men from exercising on Sunday. If a 
minister cannot attract those who go to Sunday 
movies, he has no moral right to help pass a law 
to close his competitor’s place of business while 
he himself is at work. 

The woman who busies herself in trying to 
reform the world and legislate against the free- 
dom of its people has but moved from the nar- 
rowing confines of her personal world, her 
home, into a sphere where she can be the keeper 
over more individuals. As jailer, she serves 
the inmates of her home with the foods that she 
thinks they should eat, not those that they 
want. 

We can see that the matter of being a jailer 
is a far-reaching one. The tendency to bind 
and fetter others is retroactive. We cannot 
know a sense of freedom so long as we have any 
desire to limit and restrict others. As long as 
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we are in the consciousness of bondage—of 
binding others—we shall be bound ourselves. 
It follows that if we want freedom for our- 
selves we must open the prison in which we 
would imprison others. Remember that the 
jailer is virtually his own prisoner. 

If you have a sense of mental and physical 
tenseness and tightness, open the prison doors 
of your mind. Cease trying to bind others:and 
thereby release yourself. Limiting thoughts 
play strange tricks with those who think them. 

If you are mentally trying to coerce another 
to your viewpoint, cease the practice immedi- 
ately. You will only bind and enslave yourself. 
Such personal thoughts will only bring havoc 
to you. Limiting beliefs exert virtually all their 
power upon the thinker. 

Are you your brother’s keeper? No. Dis- 
illusionize yourself of this belief right away. 
He is his keeper and you are your own. You 
will be most unhappy if you try to change the 
great universal plan in this respect. Come out 
of this misconception and live in the world of 
truth, sunshine, beauty, and freedom. Today 
will be full of blessings, full of pleasure and 
freedom, if you will give up the old idea of try- 
ing to reform the world, trying to “boss” the 
other fellow, and just relax. You will feel a 
new sense of freedom, one which possibly you 
have not experienced previously. Laugh at 
yourself, if need be; see your old disposition 
undergo the great change; relax and enjoy life.

The omnipotence of 
God is absolute annihilation to man’s false con- 
cepts—his belief in the reality and power of 
sin, evil, disease, and death. 

To think of God, the good, as omnipotent is 
to relieve oneself of all misconceptions about 
evil’s having power or omnipotence. We can 
see that evil and disease can have no charms or 
horrors for us when we know the truth of the 
omnipotence of God. 

Do you give importance to evil? Then learn 
the truth of its utter insignificance in the con- 
sciousness of the absolute prevalence of good.

Those who are in fear do not have the con- 
sciousness of God in the midst of them, God 
fearless and courageous, God enduring against 
all opposition. Turning to God, they turn from 
the belief that things of the external life have 
any power over them. When they realize that 
God alone is powerful, they become courageous 
in this consciousness.
